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The Wizard of Anticosti 

Lonely and desolate are the shores of 
Anticosti, in winter they are blocked up 
with ice and whitened with snow,— and in 
summer almost continually enveloped in 
fogs. To all mariners who have occasion to 
sail the Gulf of St. Lawrence, they are a 
perpetual terror, and the many ship-wrecks 
occurring there, have given to the Island a 
mournful celebrity. Two light-houses, 
lighted from March to December, ami two 
provision depots are the only localities on 
the Island where those who have escaped a 
watery grave can obtain succor from famine 
and cold, and the most noted of these is the 
Bay of Gamanche. It is about five miles 
in circumference, the only really secure 
harbor in the region, and derives its name 
from the strange man wbo there first made 
himself a home. 

Louis Oliver Gamanche was born in 
Lower Canada, in 1790. When a mere boy 
he left his home and obtained a sailor's 
berth on board an English frigate, in which 
capacity he spent abcut twenty years of 
his life, roaming over the entire world. 

On his return, he found his parents dead, 
and himself friendless and poor. Having 
strayed into the little port of Remouski, he 
tried his hand at business and tailed. — 
Disgusted with people generally, and some- 
what so with life, he resolved to settle on 
the Island of Anticosti, whose lonely shores 
had taken his fancy captive, when last re- 
turning from his ocean wanderings. — 
Determined as he was io spend the balance 
of his days in the peaceful enjoyments of 
hunting, fishing and sailing, his sagacity 
led him to the Day already mentioned. — 
He built himself a rude cabin, and then 
visited the main shore to obtain a good wife 
in which elfort he was successful, She 
was all he hoped for, but the loneliness and 
cold of Anticosti were more than her 
nature could bear, and she died during her 
first spring upon the Island. 

Summer came and Gamanche sought for 
peace of mind by sailing in his schooner 
among the icebergs of the North, and 
slaughtering the, gray seal and walrus. — 
With the money thus made he erected 
some new buildings, and gathered about 
his home a few of the comforts ot an ordin- 
ary farm, such as horses, cows and sheep. 
He married a second wife, with whom he 
spent the seven happiest years of his life ; 
but on returning home from one of his 
winter hunts, he found her frozen to death, 
and his two children so nearly famished 
that they soon followed their mother, and 
he was once more alone. A kind of gloom 
now settled upon his spirit, and though 
leading an active life, he became misan- 
thropic. He cared not to have any inter- 
course with his fellow-men, and his only 
companion and confidant was a half-breed 
Frenchman ; but if a revenue ollicer, a 
professional fisherman, or a party of sport- 
ing characters happened to make him a 
visit, they were sure to be treated with 
kindness. 

On one occasion, while spending a day 
or two in Quebec, an officer of tho law 
boarded the schooner of our hero, for the 
purpose of arresting him for debt. Ga- 
manche suspected what was in the wind, 
and as tho autumn was far advanced, and 
he was prepared to leuve for tho Gulf, he 
told tho officer that the Captain would soon 
be on board and suggested a glass of wine 
in the cabin below, by way of killing time. 
The wine was good, and the officer replied 
that he would call again to see the captain, 
as hid business was of a private character, 
but when he ascended to the deck, ho 
found himself a voyager on the St. 
La wrence, and himself in the custody of 
his intended prisoner. His loud storming 
and deep cursing were of no avail, for he 
was compelled to visit the Island of Anti- 
costi, where ho spent tho whole winter 
feasting on the fat of tho land as well as of 
the sea. In the spring, with a good supply 
of wine and the money for his claim, ha 
took passage in a fishing vesssel and re- 
turned, a "wiser and better man," to Que- 
bec and tho bosom of his disconsolato 
family. 

• Even tho officers of the Hudson Bay 
Company wore occasionally called upon to 
mpiuiure their skill with tho wit of our 



friend Gamanche. He would barter with 
the Indians on the Labrador coast, although 
ho knew that the consequences of being 
captured might be serious. Business had 
been brisk with him, and when on a quiet 
summer afternoon he was about leaving a 
little harbor on the forbidden coast, he was 
discovered by an armed vessel, which 
immediately started in pursuit. Night came, 
and Gamancne found refuge in the harbor of 
Mingan. When the morning light appeared 
his enemy was in the oiling. Another 
chase ensued, long and tedious, and night 
again settled upon the waters. And then it 
was that a rude raft was made and launch- 
ed, covered with a few tar barrels, and the 
blight flame which soon illuminated tho 
ocean, directly in the course of the frigate, 
convinced its officers that the runaway had, 
conscience-stricken, gone to the bottom of 
the sea. But a better fate awaited him, for 
he spent th 3 subsequent night in his own 
bed on the Bay of Gamanche. 

On another occasion, when our heio 
happened to be left alone at his house, ho 
saw a stalwart Indian disembark from his 
canoe, and with a bottle in his hand, march 
directly for his dwelling. The movements 
of th e savage, his fondness for liquor, and 
his well known character for fighting, por- 
tended trouble. As he approached, Gaman- 
che planted himself at the threshold of his 
castle, rifle in hand, and exclaimed — "one 
step more, and I will lire ! :; The step 
was taken, but it was the last, for a bullet 
shattered the thigh-bone of the savage. — 
Thus [educed to helplessness, he asked for 
quarter and was gratified. Gamanche 
carried him into the house, placed him on a 
bed, doctored his wound and took every 
care of him until the damaged log was 
restored ; then loading the Indian with pro- 
visions, escorted him to his canoe, with this 
parting benediction . "When next you hear 
that Gamanche is alone, and attempt to 
give him trouble, he will semi a bullet 
through your head ; and now begone I 1 ' — 
That lesson had its legitimate etiect upon 
the entire tribe of Anticosti Indians. 

One mote incident touching tho Wizard 
of Anticosti is to this eflect. A young pilot 
had been driven by distress of weather into 
tho Bay of Gamanche. He had heard 
much of tho supposed free hooter, and 
nothing but a desperate state of things would 
have induced him to seek refuge in that 
particular bay. A short time alter he had 
dropped anchor, Gamanche came out in a 
small boat and invited the pilot to his house. 
Most reluctantlywas the invitation accepted, 
but a manifestation of courage was deemed 
necessary. When the guest entered the 
dwelling and saw the walls of each room 
completely covered with guns, pistols, 
hatchets, cutlasses and harpoons, his fears 
were exeiled to the highest pitch. Ga- 
manche observed all this, but only enjoyed 
the stranger's constellation. 

A smoking supper was spread upon the 
table, but even the moose-life and the 
beaver's tail was only enjoyed by one id 
the party — the/i/c of the other quivered with 
excitement, and his thoughts were bent 
upon the tote that would be told respecting 
his fate. He made a display of gayetv ; 
when the evening was waxing late, lie rose 
to depart,,anil with manifold expressions of 
thankfulness offered his hand to the host. 
"No, no I my friend." said Gamanche, 
"you must not leave here ; the sen is rough, 
and the night is cold and wet, and you can- 
not leave the bay. 1 have a comfortable 
bed up stairs, and to-morrow you may leave 
if still alive." The last words sounded like 
a knell, and tip into the chamber of death, 
as he supposed, ascended tho pilot. "You 
may sleep," continued Gamanche, as he 
handed his guest a lamp, "as long and as 
soundly as you can ; your bed is soft, for it 
is made of ttie down of birds I myselt killed, 
for I am a good shot, and never miss my 
game." For a while tho pilot guest found 
it impossible to quiet his nerves or to obtain 
any sleep, but nature finally gave way and 
he fell into a doze which was anything but 
refreshing. 

As the clock struck twelve ho was startl- 
ed by a noise, and on opening his eyes, 
there stood Gamanche by the bedside with a 
candle in one hand, a gun in the other. "I 
see you are awake," said he, "but why so 
very pale 1 You have heard, undoubtedly, 
that 1 am in the habit of murdering eveiy- 
body who tarries in my houso," and — hang- 
ing tho gnu upon two wooden pegs — "I 
have come to give you a settler for the 
night." With this remark he displayed a 
bottle of brandy and a tumbler, and after 
drinking the health of the pi lot, handed him 
a glass and continued : "There, take a 
good pull, it will make you sleep soundly, 
and if Gamanche comes to attack you dur- 
ing the night you can defend yourself with 
the loaded gun hanging over your head." 
And thus the joke ended. When morning 
came tho storm had disappeared, and tho 
pilot and his host were quito as happy as 
tho day was bright. 

And thus was it, as the mood came upon 
him, that Gamancne endeavored to relerve 
the monotony of his self-inflicted oxiel.— 
His afflictions ueemed to have changed his 
character; though cortainly without guilo, a 
kind of passion for doing-out-of-the-way 
things followed him to the close of his life, 
and gave him the unenviable reputation lie 
possessed, He died in 1864.

The Governor's Speech. 

It would be very unbecoming in us, and 
might be regarded in high quarters as an 
intentional slight, did we not pay our res- 
pects to the long and eloquent vice-regal 
speech, with which the proceedings of the 
second parliament of Vanoouver Island 
were inaugurated on Thursday last. We 
are not very enthusiastic admirers of His 
Excellency, as our readers are probably 
aware, nt-verthelesB, on the principle of 
giving all their just due, we must pronounce 
the address highly creditable, considering 
the source whence it emanated, and except 
having. a few weak spots, calculated to give 
pretty general satisfaction. 

The schemes suggested for the coloniza- 
tion of the country, and the development of 
its resources, cannot hut secure the ap- 
proval of all who wish to see our desolate 
wastes converted into abodes of civilization 
titnl plenty. It is especially refreshing to 
find that after keeping the public domain 
under chain and padlock so lung, Governor 
Douglas is at length a convert to the " cheap 
anil easy acquisition of land" doctrine. We 
are quite encouraged at this mark ol official 
reformation and progress. Who knows but 
His Excellency may yet be brought to 
abjure offter antiquated and despotic notions, 
not excepting the Mule Tax? We hope, 
however, that while all legitimate means 
are used to stimulate the settlement and 
improvement of the country, there will be 
an avoidance of exclusive rights, monopoly 
privileges ami speculation jobbery. We 
shall await with curiosity and interest the 
promised correspondence with Capt. Stamp, 
satisfied that there is a method ut' encou- 
raging such enterprises, which while un- 
just to none, will invite capital, settlers, and 
manufactures. 

By sufficiently cheapening the public 
lands, and even adopting a wise system of 
free grants to actual settlers, on condition of 
stipulated improvements, we are of opinion 
that emigration will be attracted thither on 
a large scale, without eleemosynary aid. 
While ready to welcome all the able-bodied 
and industrious, we should especially allure 
to our shores, if possible, the independent 
and sell-reliant, who, having small means, 
would at once make improvements, add 
value to the land, and so increase the taxa- 
ble resources of the country. 

The announcement is now formally and 
officially made mat the H. 13. Co. rule on this 
Island has nearly ended Nothing remai >s 
but making a financial settlement. We 
hope this will not be finally done by the 
Imperial Government, without the most 
searching scrutiny into the state of the pub- 
lic accounts. And we hope, further, that 
our Legislative Assemlily will vole no taxa- 
tion, no loan bills, until an exact statement 
of the liscal condition ot the Island be laid 
before them. As we have clearly shown, if 
justice be done, and honest reckoning made, 
we shall commence our independent career 
us a colony, not only out of debt, hut with a 
snug sum in the exchequer. We are now 
told that the H. 13. Co. is no longer respon- 
sible for the civil expenses of the colony, 
and that we must henceforth be self-sup- 
porting. Let us have a fair start then. Now 
that we are to he no longer minors, let us 
have the balance-sheet of our late guardians. 
Le' them give an account of their steward- 
ship, and let it be well and faithfully audited. 

It is rather amusing, after the declaration 
that we must hereafter bo self-supporting, to 
note the promise of His Excellency, thai he 
will recommend that the proceeds of Crown 
Lands shall be at (lie disposal and under 
the control ol the Colonial Assembly It 
would be a great joke to slart us on the self- 
supporting track bereft ofdur estate. Nev- 
ertheless, the Home Government expects 
the colony to make provision for their chief 
dignitaries before placing the public lands 
under the control of the local legislature, 

Attention is very properly drawn to the 
subject of Public Education, and we hope 
ttie Legislature will carefully and thoroughly 
lay a right foundation in this direction, Re- 
form is needed in other re.-pects, beside the 
smallness of ihe teachers' salaries. A sys- 
tem needs to be devised and put in operation. 
Now is the time, before mistakes are stereo- 
typed, and wrong plans loo deeply rooted. 
We hope a system will be adopted which 
will make the salaries liberal, without charg- 
ing high tuition fees. The true course is to 
dispense *iih fees altogether, and provide 
education for all at the public expense. 
Free schools alono tally with the other insti- 
tutions which distinguish the latter half of 



tin- nineteenth century. I3y endowing them 
with lands, founding a school fund, and im- 
posing a homcDopathio tax, a system of uni- 
versal and free education may be founded, 
which will be an untold blessing to genera- 
tions yet unborn ! 

Decidedly the weakest and most objec- 
tionable part of the address, ia thai which 
refers to the support of religion. His Excel- 
lency thinks the 11 present a fitting lime " to 
take means for the erection and maintenance 
of places of Christian worship. He ought 
to have added and Jewish worship, for the 
special consolation of his devoted triend and 
admirer, now so deeply afflicted, Mr. S. 
Franklin. To us the present seems a most 
unfitting lime to talk about anything of the 
sort. The Home Government discourages 
such arrangements in the colonies, and de- 
clares that it has abandoned this policy : the 
Lord Bishop says all he asks, is " a fair lield 
and no favor" — and churches are being 
erected by private liberality quite as fast as 
the wants of the population require. His 
Excellency confesses that the thing cannot 
be done •■ without injustice to some," which 
ought to be reason enough for not attempt- 
ing it. But 11 injustice " even is no barrier 
in his way. In the face of it, something of 
the kind must be attempted, If the Assem- 
bly shot) hi so far forget the pledges made 
by each member without exception, as to en- 
tertain any such proposition, we are greatly 
mistaken if the popular veto is not put upon 
it most effectually. However, we do not 
think this matter will be pressed much. It 
is most probably an ingenious side stroke of 
the Governor, to show the British people 
what a pious care he cherishes for the reli- 
gious interests of the colony, and to assure 
those who have influence about the throne, 
what he utOtiWdO if he could. We shall ad- 
vert more particularly to the speech as the 
session progresses. 

Another Champion. — Another cham- 
pion for the mule-tax has arisen in our 
midst. It weie high time, certainly, that 
the ink-waster and paper-spoiler ot the 
Gazette should have some assistance. He 
has worn himself lean in person and poor 
in pocket defending that -'highly popular 
tax." A certain Mr. F. has written a letter 
and circulated it among the people of our 
town, lor the purpose of letting them know 
that in about live year fl im now goods can 
be laid down al Fort Alexander for 5100 per 
ton. Why, man, if the financial affairs of 
the two Colonies had been looked after, by 
an intelligent government, a railroad might 
have almost been constructed from Port 
Douglas to La Fontaine, long before this, 
out of the money paid by miners for the 
privilege of ascending the river in IS<"/3. 
We'll bet a short bit to a big apple, that the 
writer sucks official pap through a Home 
Government quill — who'll take thebet! 
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A Young Beau. — The young Deputy 
Sherill of this county, yesterday arrested a 
certain well-known •' man about town," on 
complaint of the proprietors of the French 
Hotel, who charge that he is indebted lo 
them lor board and lodging. Upon our re- 
porter wailing on the youngster and inqnir-' 
ing the amount of money due the hotel, he 
brusquely replied, "it was a mailer a 
newspaper had nothing to do with. and. in 
his opinion, nut a word should be said.' 
This is the same chap who locked himself 
iii) with the jury, in the Butts' case, and lis- 
tened 10 their debates. His Opinion must 
be very valuable. He is a perfect young 
bear, with all fuss and bluster, but, for- 
tunately, minus the claws. 

Rather aJQuekr Position. — Some citi- 
zens, passing through Johnson street at a 
late hour on Sunday night, were startled at 
hearing loud snoring from under a waggon 
which had been left standing near the side- 
walk. Proceeding to the spot, they dis- 
covered a man fast asleep in the mud 
hauling him nut, (hey found that h 
taken off all his clothe 
drawers, hung them ove 
gone quietly lo sleep u 
that ho was resting snugly in his own bed 
He was made dress himself and sent home, 
vowing as he went to drink no more of tho 
ardent. 

" SCOTTY " Joins THE GOVERNMENT

ureet, in which he clearly set forth his 
views. His remarks were 1 stoned lo with 
great attention by a largo and intelligent 
audience of Siwashes, who understood all 
he said, but did'nl know what he meant. 
The converts to thai glorious and patriotic 
tax now number just four, viz: '■ Scotty," 
Mr. Good, the editor of tho Gazette, and

We would further state that neither 
merchant, packer, nor miner, will be nble to pay 
the onerous exaction, and that we request His 
Excellency to repeal said Proclamation. It will 
bo better for the present not- to make any internal 
Improvement, than to impose so enormous a tax 
on the few Pioneers of British Columbia. It is 
our opinion, considering the present small popu- 
lation of this country, that improvements on a 
largo scale could only be made by means of a loan, 
the interest of which, the inhabitants of British 
Columbia would he able to pay. We further are 
pleased to state that Ihe letter of Mr. McDonald 
meets our full approbation.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Monday, March 5. 
Present ,—TIelmckcn, Gary, Crease, Gordon, 
McDonald, Cooper, Tolmie, Coles, Waddington 
and Foster. 

Mr. Att. Gk.n. Gary Rave notice of u mo- 
tion to present an address to Hi? Excellency the 
Governor that all tho papers and accounts relating 
to the revenue of the colony of Vancouver Island 
and its dependencies, and the expenditure, such 
revenue ho laid before this House. 

The record of tne last sitting was read, and 
whilst some discussion as regards corrections were 
going on, Selim Franklin Esq., attempted to take 
his seat, but was forbid by the Speaker. 

THH ADDRESS. 

Mil. Goiidon moved a reply to tho Governor's 
Speech, He said that the llousn not being fur- 
nished with sufficient data, he was necessarily con- 
fined to general terms. Till such \to.s laid before 
the House, he would withhold any opinion on 
the past policy of the Government. llo then 
read the address us follows :— 

May it please Your Excellency, — 

The House of Assembly of Vancouver Island 
and its dependencies, have received with satisfac- 
tion Your Excellency's address at the opening of 
the Session, for which they have to tender their 
respectful thanks. The House fully appreciates 
the great importance of all topics alluded to, mid 
the measures suggested in the speech of Your 
Kxcellency, and beg to say that they will devote 
their earliest and best attention to their considera- 
tion. 

Mr. J. COLES seconded tho motion. 

Mr. A. WADDINOTON moved tin amendment 
(too long for Insertion in our issue, of to-day) 
condemnatory of the past policy of the Govern- 
ment. Spoke of the Speech as representing mat- 
ters differently from what they were, — and that 
the country had no confidence in the Government. 

Mr. Cooper seconded it. He thought soma 
portions might he left out ; but on the whole, con- 
veyed a correct idea of the state of the country 

Mr. Crease differed with both the mover of tho 
motion and amendment. He could not say, as 
remarked in the Speech, that the statu ol the 
colony was a subject of congratulation, Every 
one who saw the numbers who left the country 
were convinced of that fact. Hut notwithstanding, 
he liked neither ; ho preferred the general terms 
in which the motion of the hon. member for 
Esquitnalt were couched. He regretted the ab- 
sence of d.ita, and that the financial statement as 
to the former House, had not been laid before the 
country. 

Mr. Speaker.— Von cannot refer to past de- 
bates. 

Mr. Crease continued : It is strange that largo 
sums of money were received for Cowichlin 
lands, and vet no Indian title was extinguished. 
He thought religion should be self-supporting. 

Mr. Att. Gen. CarY addressed the House at 
some length. He argued that the H. 15. Co. had 
retarded the country ; not the Government. De- 
fended the Stamp 'land scheme; thou- lit there 
was no harm in giving valueless land for religious 
purposes, as it would he valuable by and by, 
whilst it was worth nothing now. His speech was 
made up of declamation, ami concluded by hoping 
the members would support the motion. 

A vote was taken on the amendment. 

Ayes: Waddington and Cooper. For the mo- 
tion, Crease, Gordon, Coles, McDonald, Tolmie, 
Cory, Fo»ter. 

Mr. Waddington gave notice of a motion for a 
committee to report on the manner in which the 
faulty oath was offered to Mr. S. Franklin through 
the connivance of Judge Cameron. 

Tho House adjourned till U 1'. M. Wednesday.

The Meeting at the Assembly Hall. 

The meeting was called to order at 7 o'clock, 
(a largo number if persons being present) and 

Mr. Robert Burnuby was called to preside, 
who stated that he would throw himself upon tho 
meeting for support, as ho felt himself inadequate 
lo perform the duties, and recommended that n 
paper bo drawn up and signed by the people, ask- 
ing that siime other ho adopted by the Govern- 
ment to meet the end desired by tho levying of 
the mule lax. The miners are being taxed for n 
road which is not yet even commenced. 

Major Foster proposed the following resolution, 
which was adopted : — 

Resolved, That the material interests of British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island are so Intimately 
connected, that whatever measures affect the for- 
mer colony, are of great importance to the latter, 
many of the inhabitants of whom are also h.rge 
owners of real estate in British Columbia. 

Major Foster stated that tho Governor had Bixid 
that ho would give attention to tho views of 
tho merchants and people of this place, on the 
mule-tax, if properly laid before him. 

Mr. Thain ottered the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That whilst fully appreciating the 
urgent requirement of improved routes of arcoss 
to the mining region of British Columbia, and the 
difficulty which exists in obtaining the necessary 
funds for their construction , wo consider His Ex- 
cellency's Proclamation of the Oth of February, 
imposing a tax of £1 Btg. on every loaded quadru- 
ped leaving Douglas and Yale for the mining 
regions. Although well intended, a most objec- 
tionable means of collecting a revenue for that 
purpose, and calculated to frustrate the very object 
which it has in view, viz : the speedy development 
of the mining resources of the colony ; adopted. 

Mr. Waddington proposed a resolution to the 
following elfect. Mr. W, spoke well and to the 
point, and stated that many men had been deterred 
from returning to the country on account of the 
mule-tax; — That the Proclamation was unjust in 
principle, because it imposed a tax upon people 
to build a road which they mi^ht never use, and 
impolitic because it has diverted immigrants to 
other mines. The resolution was adopted. 

Capt. Gordon offered the following with appro- 
priate n marks : 

Resolved, That His Kxcellency be respectfully 
solicited to rescind his Proclamation of the 6th 
February. Adopted with great applause. 

Mr. Crease came forward, and stated it devolved 
upon him to furnish an antidote to the Mule tax 
[applause], and offered a resolution to the effect 
that the funds be raised by special duty on all lm - 
ports into British Columbia, in a moderate land 
tax and a poll tax on all Chinamen entering tho 
colony. [Hisses and applause ; cries of No! no!] 

Mr. Thain moved an amendment that that por- 
tion of the resolution applying to Chinamen be 
stricken out, 

Mr. Wight stated that the tax could not be col- 
lected from Chinamen any more than from any 
other foreigners. 

Mr. Shanks said that the Chinamen were a nui- 
sance — a moral scourge — a curse. If he had the 
power, he would put on a tux of ^1011 per head. 

[At iliis portion of the proceedings, th« repoiter 
of the Gazette was forcibly taken from the report- 
ers' table, and ejectedfrom the room, fordisturbing 
Mr. .shanks in his remarks, and preventing thu 
meeting from proceeding, by his loud cries.] 

Mr. Waddington said the Chinaman o.nne to 
this country, but produced nothing ; he didn't even 
reproduce himself. [Great laughter and applause.] 
All tie wanted was to get us much gold as he could 
in a short time, and then leave. 

.Mr. Tb. nu's amendment was lost by a large ma- 
jority. 

Air. DeCosmos Stated that the whole tendency 
of the original resolution seemed to be to increase 
tho taxes. If the roads were given to private com- 
panies, they would expect to be paid at least live 
per cent., and it would only be reviving the mule- 
lax. Did nut this meeting speak in thundering 
tones for the necessity of a Legislative Assembly 
in the sister colony.' Lend British Columbia 
£100,000, and its resources wuuld be developed in

gest to His KxcrlUney that the roads in question, 
iro all feel to be urgently needed, he constructed 
out of funds to be raised by a loan charged on the 
public revenue.

Resolved, That a special duty on all Imports 
into British Columbia, or a moderate land tax, ur 
by ihe formation of private companies, empowered 
to levy a reasonable toll lor a limited period, be 
recommended to His Excellency as a method lo 
raise a revenue, Lost.
